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INTRODUCTION, 


Transcontinental and Regional Air Carrier 
Operations was introduced in January, 1970, as one of 


a series of five publications containing statistics on 
the activities and finances of Canadian commercial 
airline operations. The series comprises the following 
publications;

The data for the series is collected by the 
Aviation Statistics Centre under the direction and 
authority of the Canadian Transport Commission. 
Statistics are compiled from edited reports submitted 
monthly by Air Canada, CP Air, Pacific Western Airlines, 
Transair Limited, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern 
Provincial Airways. 


In presenting tabular data in the publications, 
the following symbols denote: 


.. figures not available; and, 
— nil or zero. 


Moreover, in instances in which an air carrier flies 
both "scheduled" and "irregular and specific point" 
unit toll services along a particular route, totals 
appearing in the tables are allocated to that category 
of service predominating over the entire route. When 
making historical data comparisons by financial group, 
it is also noteworthy that prior to 1970 Nordair was 
included in Financial Level III, and that the statement 
of income submitted by Eastern Provincial Airways was 
revised in February, 1970, to exclude subsidies claimed 
under the National Transportation Act from its "operating 
revenues" total. 


Commencing in January, 1972, figures for 
"excess baggage ton-miles" are no longer included in 
unit toll services data, although they do appear in 
statistics on "goods ton-miles" for "all services". 
The dollar earnings for this category will continue 
to be published in Tables 4, 5 and 7. Separate 
statistics will be shown for "extra-section" miles 
flown under scheduled unit toll services. 


In general, adjustments in some figures 
appearing in this publication will be made from issue 
to issue, as continuing information is reported.

des tableaux sont attribués 4 la catégorie de service qui 
prédomine sur le parcours en question. Si 1'on compare les 
données chronologiques suivant les groupes financiers, il 
convient de noter qu'avant 1970 Nordair a été compris dans le 
groupe financier III, et que l'état des recettes produit par 
Eastern Provincial Airways a été révisé en février 1970 afin 
d'éliminer du montant total des "recettes d'exploitation" les 
subventions réclamées aux termes de la Loi nationale sur les 
transports.

GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment; and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 


NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 
accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 

OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 


OPERATING INCOME —- The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 


operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 


Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 


1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 


able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 


flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 


vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


_ PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 


PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier’. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


RECULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service". ) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 
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UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 
between designated points,in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 


handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 

DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. : 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 

FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 
GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 
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INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 
accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 


an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 


OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 

OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. it includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 


Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 


able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 


flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 


PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier''. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service''.) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern".

SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 
involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 
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UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission:

Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 


between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 


per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEICHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

CARGAISON — Comprend le fret et les envois exprés par aéronef. 


COEFFICIENT DE CHARGEMENT — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre total des tonnes-milles payantes par le nombre 
total de tonnes-milles disponibles.

DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de 1'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs immatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois a l'intérieur de 1'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service a domicile. : 

EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre l'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu A la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent 4 plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement A une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AFRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la

nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


SAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d’exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles A 
des tiers. 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux

REVENUS ET DEPENSES HORS EXPLOITATION — Revenus et pertes sur des entreprises commerciales hors du domaine des services aériens, 
de l'unité comptable; autres recettes et dépenses imputables aux opérations de financement ou autres, étrangéres au service 
du transport aérien et 4 ses services accessoires; postes spéciaux dont la répétition n'est pas de nature périodique.

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INTRODUCTION 


Transcontinental and Regional Air Carrier 
Operations was introduced in January, 1970, as one of 


a series of five publications containing statistics on 
the activities and finances of Canadian commercial 
airline operations. The series comprises the following 
publications:

The data for the series is collected by the 
Aviation Statistics Centre under the direction and 
authority of the Canadian Transport Commission. 
Statistics are compiled from edited reports submitted 
monthly by Air Canada, CP Air, Pacific Western Airlines, 
Transair Limited, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern 
Provincial Airways. 


In presenting tabular data in the publications, 
the following symbols denote: 


.. figures not available; and, 
— nil or zero. 


Moreover, in instances in which an air carrier flies 
both "scheduled" and "irregular and specific point" 
unit toll services along a particular route, totals 
appearing in the tables are allocated to that category 
of service predominating over the entire route. When 
making historical data comparisons by financial group, 
it is also noteworthy that prior to 1970 Nordair was 
included in Financial Level III, and that the statement 
of income submitted by Eastern Provincial Airways was 
revised in February, 1970, to exclude subsidies claimed 
under the National Transportation Act from its "operating 
revenues" total. 


Commencing in January, 1972, figures for 
"excess baggage ton-miles" are no longer included in 
unit toll services data, although they do appear in 
Statistics on "goods ton-miles" for "all services". 
The dollar earnings for this category will continue 
to be published in Tables 4, 5 and 7. Separate 
statistics will be shown for "extra-section" miles 
flown under scheduled unit toll services. 


In general, adjustments in some figures 
appearing in this publication will be made from issue 
to issue, as continuing information is reported.

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
_ takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


’ 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
_ amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 
accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 


an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


YPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes'' 
figure. ’ 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 


vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 


the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier''. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 
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UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 


between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 

EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


-EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
_ supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 

a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 


NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 
accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
_ expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. ’ 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result | 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 


PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL ALR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "'regional carrier’. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Conmittee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service.) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 
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UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the followin 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission:

WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton

Moreover, in instances in which an air carrier flies 
both "scheduled" and "irregular and specific point" 
unit toll services along a particular route, totals 
appearing in the tables are allocated to that category 
of service predominating over the entire route. When 
making historical data comparisons by financial group, 
it is also noteworthy that prior to 1970 Nordair was 
included in Financial Level III, and that the statement 
of income submitted by Eastern Provincial Airways was 
revised in February, 1970, to exclude subsidies claimed 
under the National Transportation Act from its "operating 
revenues" total. 


Commencing in January, 1972, figures for 
"excess baggage ton-miles" are no longer included in 
unit toll services data, although they do appear in 
statistics on "goods ton-miles" for "all services".

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. ‘ 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 

EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


_ MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 

a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 
accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 


an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 


OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. b 

OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient'' but are now included under 
"Transborder". ? 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 


the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier''. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service''.) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 


UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the followin 


g classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 
between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs inmatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois a l'intérieur de l'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service a domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre 1'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu A la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent a plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement A une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers.

FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Coiit des services fournis en vue du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de 1'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le coit de la 
nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles & 
des tiers. - 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 
obligations 4 court terme, 1'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations 4 court terme et 4 
long terme.

AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 

| in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 

+ crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 

AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 

| CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 


parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
| retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 
CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


| CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft.

CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission.

charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


| DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property

and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 


cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets.

| EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
| air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are 


given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, 
to a particular function. 


such as general financial accounting 
and other operational administrations not directly applicable 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


~ GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. ‘ 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 

INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 

supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 

INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 


a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


“MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 


NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 

| accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 

OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 

_ expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. ’ 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 


public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as ''regional carrier’. The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points, Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service"'.) % 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air.

UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 


between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as. the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence ~ innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. \ 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers.

GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses.

OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 

OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 


public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air.

Provincial Airways.

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission, 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 
GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 


performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 


activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. ° 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 


PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL ALR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as ''regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading ''Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 
involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 


UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 
between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles. 
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CARGAISON — Comprend le fret et les envois exprés par aéronef. 


COEFFICIENT DE CHARGEMENT — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre total des tonnes-milles payantes par le nombre 
total de tonnes-milles disponibles. 


COEFFICIENT DE REMPLISSAGE PASSAGERS — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre de milles-passagers payants par le 
nombre de milles-siéges disponibles. Les siéges condamnés en raison des limitations de chargement de la cabine 4 cause du 
poids de carburant embarqué ou pour d'autres raisons ne sont pas comptés. 


DEPARTS — Décollages de vols de transport payant (a tarif unitaire, 4 la demande et A forfait seulement) y compris les décollage 
non prévus a la suite d'une escale technique. 


DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs immatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois a l'intérieur de l'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service a domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre 1'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu 4 la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent a plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratif: 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement 4 une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers. 


FRAIS DE PUBLICITE ET DES SERVICES DE VENTES — Frais de promotion générale des transports aériens et de publicité auprés du 
public pour l'inciter 4 voyager par une compagnie aérienne donnée. Sont compris les ventes, la publicité, la location des 
Supports publicitaires, la création et la diffusion de barémes et d'horaires des vols. 


FRALS D'EXPLOITATION — Frais provenant de l'exercice du transport aérien. Comprend les frais directs d'exploitation des 
aéronefs et les frais au sol et les frais indirects d'exploitation. 


FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Coiit des services fournis en vue du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de 1l'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le coiit de la 
nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles A 
des tiers, 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 
obligations 4 court terme, l'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations 4 court terme et 4 
long terme. 


LIGNES DU PACIFIQUE ET DE L'ORIENT — Lignes de 1'Australie, des fles Fidji, du Japon et de Hong Kong, sauf les lignes d'Hawai. 
Avant 1970, les résultats des lignes desservant Hawai figuraient sous la rubrique Pacifique et Orient; ces résultats figureront 
désormais sous la rubrique des lignes transfrontaliéres. 


LIGNES DU SUD — Lignes entre le Canada et les Bermudes, les Caraibes, le Mexique, 1'Amérique centrale et l'Amérique du Sud, 
mais a l'exception de la Floride. Avant 1970, la statistique des vols 4 destination de la Floride était comprise dans la 
rubrique des lignes du Sud. 


LIGNES POLAIRES ET TRANSATLANTIQUES — Lignes entre le Canada et l'Europe et entre le Canada et 1'Union soviétique. 

LIGNES TRANSFRONTALIERES — Lignes entre des points du Canada et de 1'Alaska, du Canada et Hawai, et the Canada et les 48 Etats 
américains. Avant 1970, les résultats des vols A destination d'Hawai étaient comptés a4 la rubrique des lignes du Pacifique 
et de l'orient. 

MARCHANDISES — Comprend tout trafic autre que le trafic passagers (fret, envois exprés et courrier). 


MILLE — Mille terrestre de 5,280 pieds. 


NOMBRE DE MILLES PREVUS — Nombre de milles prévus 4 l'horaire d'un transporteur aérien. Le millage réel peut étre différent 
de ce chiffre 4 cause d'annulations de vols, de déroutements ou d'étapes supplémentaires. (voir "Régularité du service"). 


NOMBRE DE MILLES SUPPLEMENTAIRES — Distance en milles des vols ajoutés aux horaires pour répondre 4 une demande supplémentaire. 


PASSAGER-MILLE — Le passager-mille correspond au transport d'un passager sur une distance d'un mille. Pour obtenir le nombre 
de passagers-milles il faut additionner la distance en milles sur laquelle chaque passager a été transporté. 


POIDS DES PASSAGERS — On compte un poids standard de 200 livres par personne, ce qui comprend les bagages en franchise. 
RECETTES ACCESSOIRES — Recettes (moins les frais correspondants) provenant de services accessoires au transport aérien, comme 
par exemple la vente de fournitures d'entretien et de piéces de rechange, et la location de biens et de matériel d'exploitation. 


RECETTES D'EXPLOITATION — Recettes provenant du transport aérien et des services accessoires. Comprend: (1) les recettes de 
transport pour toutes les classes de trafic et (2) les recettes autres que les recettes de transport constituées par les 
versements en vertu de la Loi nationale sur les transports (le cas échéant) et le montant net des recettes, moins les dépenses

RECETTES TOTALES D'EXPLOITATION PAR EMPLOYE — Ce rapport se calcule en divisant les recettes totales d'exploitation par le 
nombre d'employés déclarés pour le mois. 


REGULARITE DU SERVICE — Rapport calculé en divisant le nombre de milles de vols réguliers effectués par le nombre de vols 
réguliers suivant les services réguliers Aa tarif unitaire. Dans le présent bulletin, la régularité du service ne signifie 
pas la régularité chronologique des vols. 


REVENU D'EXPLOITATION — Bénéfice ou perte du transport aérien calculé pour l'ensemble des recettes et des frais d'exploitation. 
Ne comprend pas les revenus ou dépenses hors exploitation ni les postes spéciaux. I1 s'agit du chiffre avant déduction de 
l'impét. 


REVENUS ET DEPENSES HORS EXPLOITATION — Revenus et pertes sur des entreprises commerciales hors du domaine des services aériens, 
de l'unité comptable; autres recettes et dépenses imputables aux opérations de financement ou autres, étrangéres au service 
du transport aérien et 4 ses services accessoires; postes spéciaux dont la répétition n'est pas de nature périodique. 


SERVICE DES GRANDES LIGNES — Genre de service A tarif unitaire, le plus souvent suivant un horaire regulier, utilisant en 
général les aéronefs des groupes A ou AA seulement. Un tel service figure en général sur un horaire et est présenté suivant 
un diagramme de rayonnement. On tient également compte de la fréquence des vols ainsi que du genre et de l'importance des 
transports en surface sur des itinéraires particuliers. \ 


SIEGES-MILLES DISPONIBLES — Distance en milles du vol multipliée par la capacité de 1l'avion en siéges. Ce chiffre correspond 
a la capacité totale de transport passagers disponible. 


TONNE — Tonne courte de 2,000 livres. 


TONNE-MILLE — Correspond au transport d'une tonne de marchandises sur un mille. Le nombre total de tonnes-milles est la somme 
des distances sur lesquelles chaque tonne de marchandises a été transportée. 


TONNES-MILLES DE MARCHANDISES — La tonne-mille de marchandises correspond au transport d'une tonne de marchandises sur un 
mille. Pour obtenir le nombre de tonnes-milles, il faut additionner les distances en milles sur lesquelles chaque tonne de 
marchandises a été transportée. 


TONNES-MILLES DISPONIBLES — Distance en milles du vol multipliée par la capacité de charge utilisable de l'avion. Ce chiffre 
correspond 4 la capacité de charge disponible (passagers et marchandises).

AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


_ CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. : 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA~SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 

FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 
GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for fljghts to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 

PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 

PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 


the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irfegular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 
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UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 


between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

CARGAISON — Comprend le fret et les envois exprés par aéronef. 


COEFFICIENT DE CHARGEMENT — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre total des tonnes-milles payantes par le nombre 
total de tonnes-milles disponibles. 


COEFFICIENT DE REMPLISSAGE PASSAGERS — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre de milles-passagers payants par le 
nombre de milles-siéges disponibles. Les siéges condamnés en raison des limitations de chargement de la cabine A cause du 
poids de carburant embarqué ou pour d'autres raisons ne sont pas comptés. 


DEPARTS — Décollages de vols de transport payant (4 tarif unitaire, A la demande et a forfait seulement) y compris les décollages 
non prévus 4 la suite d'yne escale technique. 


DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs immatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois a l'intérieur de 1'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service 4 domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre l'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu a4 la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent 4 plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement 4 une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers. 


FRAIS DE PUBLICITE ET DES SERVICES DE VENTES — Frais de promotion générale des transport aériens et de publicité aupres du 
public pour l'inciter a voyager par une compagnie aérienne donnée. Sont compris les ventes, la publicité, la location des 
supports publicitaires, la création et la diffusion de barémes et d'horaires des vols. 


FRAIS D'EXPLOITATION — Frais provenant de l'exercice du transport aérien. Comprend les frais directs d'exploitation des 
aéronefs et les frais au sol et les frais indirects d'exploitation. 


FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Cofit des services fournis en vue du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de l'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le cofit de la 
nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles A 
des tiers. 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 


obligations 4 court terme, l'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations A court terme et 4 
long terme. 


LIGNES DU PACIFIQUE ET DE L'ORIENT — Lignes de 1'Australie, des tles Fidji, du Japon et de Hong Kong, sauf les lignes d'Hawai. 
Avant 1970, les résultats des lignes desservant Hawai figuraient sous la rubrique Pacifique et Orient; ces résultats figureront 
désormais sous la rubrique des lignes transfrontaliéres. 


LIGNES DU SUD — Lignes entre le Canada et les Bermudes, les Caraibes, le Mexique, 1'Amérique centrale et l'Amérique du Sud, 
mais a l'exception de la Floride. Avant 1970, la statistique des vols 4 destination de la Floride était comprise dans la 
rubrique des lignes du Sud. 


LIGNES POLAIRES ET TRANSATLANTIQUES — Lignes entre le Canada et l'Europe et entre le Canada et 1'union soviétique. 

LIGNES TRANSFRONTALIERES — Lignes entre des points du Canada et de 1'Alaska, du Canada et Hawai, et le Canada et les 48 Etats 
américains. Avant 1970, les résultats des vols 4 destination d'Hawai étaient comptés A la rubrique des lignes du Pacifique 
et de 1'Orient. 

MARCHANDISES — Comprend tout trafic autre que le trafic passagers (fret, envois exprés et courrier). 


MILLE — Mille terrestre de 5,280 pieds. 


NOMBRE DE MILLES PREVUS — Nombre de milles prévus 4 l'horaire d'un transporteur aérien, Le millage réel peut étre différent 
de ce chiffre 4 cause d'annulations de vols, de déroutements ou d'étapes supplémentaires. (voir "Régularité du service"). 


NOMBRE DE MILLES SUPPLEMENTAIRES — Distance en milles des vols ajoutés aux horaires pour répondre 4 une demande supplémentaire.

REVENUS ET DEPENSES HORS EXPLOITATION — Revenus et pertes sur des entreprises commerciales hors du domaine des services aériens, 
de l'unité comptable; autres recettes et dépenses imputables aux opérations de financement ou autres, étrangéres au service 
du transport aérien et 4 ses services accessoires; postes spéciaux dont la répétition n'est pas de nature périodique.

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INTRODUCTION 


Transcontinental and Regional Air Carrier 
Operations was introduced in January, 1970, as one of 


a series of five publications containing statistics on 
the activities and finances of Canadian commercial 
airline operations. The series comprises the following 
publications:

The data for the series is collected by the 
Aviation Statistics Centre under the direction and 
authority of the Canadian Transport Commission. 
Statistics are compiled from edited reports submitted 
monthly by Air Canada, CP Air, Pacific Western Airlines, 
Transair Limited, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern 
Provincial Airways. 


In presenting tabular data in the publications, 
the following symbols denote:

Moreover, in instances in which an air carrier flies 
both "scheduled" and "irregular and specific point" 
unit toll services along a particular route, totals 
appearing in the tables are allocated to that category 
of service predominating over the entire route. When 
making historical data comparisons by financial group, 
it is also noteworthy that prior to 1970 Nordair was 
included in Financial Level III, and that the statement 
of income submitted by Eastern Provincial Airways was 
revised in February, 1970, to exclude subsidies claimed 
under the National Transportation Act from its "operating 
revenues" total. 


Commencing in January, 1972, figures for 
"excess baggage ton-miles" are no longer included in 
unit toll services data, although they do appear in 
statistics on "goods ton-miles" for "all services". 
The dollar earnings for this category will continue 
to be published in Tables 4, 5 and 7. Separate 
Statistics will be shown for "extra-section" miles 
flown under scheduled unit toll services. 


In general, adjustments in some figures 
appearing in this publication will be made from issue 
to issue, as continuing information is reported.

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges ‘for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses.

OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 


operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. i 

OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". : 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 


able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 


flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 


the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air.

UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 
between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

DEPARTS — Décollages de vols de transport payant (A tarif unitaire, a la demande et A forfait seulement) y compris les décollages 
non prévus a la suite d'une escale technique. 


DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs immatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois A l'intérieur de 1'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service a domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre 1'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu 4 la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent 4 plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement 4 une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers. 


FRAIS DE PUBLICITE ET DES SERVICES DE VENTES — Frais de promotion générale des transports aériens et de publicité auprés du 
public pour l'inciter 4 voyager par une compagnie aérienne donnée. Sont compris les ventes, la publicité, la location des 
supports publicitaires, la création et la diffusion de barémes et d'horaires des vols. 


FRAIS D'EXPLOITATION — Frais provenant de l'exercice du transport aérien. Comprend les frais directs d'exploitation des 
aéronefs et les frais au sol et les frais indirects d'exploitation. 


FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Cofit des services fournis en vue du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de l'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le cotit de la 
nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles a 
des tiers. 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 
obligations 4 court terme, l'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations 4 court terme et a 
long terme. 

LIGNES DU PACIFIQUE ET DE L'ORIENT — Lignes de 1'Australie, des iles Fidji, du Japon et de Hong Kong, sauf les lignes d'Hawai. 
Avant 1970, les résultats des lignes desservant Hawai figuraient sous la rubrique Pacifique et Orient; ces résultats figureront 
désormais sous la rubrique des lignes transfrontaliéres.

Transcontinental and Regional Air Carrier 
Operations was introduced in January, 1970, as one of 


a series of five publications containing statistics on 
the activities and finances of Canadian commercial 
airline operations. The series comprises the following 
publications:

Air Carrier Operations in Canada

The data for the series is collected by the 
Aviation Statistics Centre under the direction and 
authority of the Canadian Transport Commission. 
Statistics are compiled from edited reports submitted 
monthly by Air Canada, CP Air, Pacific Western Airlines, 
Transair Limited, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern 
Provincial Airways. 


In presenting tabular data in the publications, 
the following symbols denote:

Moreover, in instances in which an air carrier flies 
both "scheduled" and "irregular and specific point" 
unit toll services along a particular route, totals 
appearing in the tables are allocated to that category 
of service predominating over the entire route. When 
making historical data comparisons by financial group, 
it is also noteworthy that prior to 1970 Nordair was 
included in Financial Level III, and that the statement 
of income submitted by Eastern Provincial Airways was 
revised in February, 1970, to exclude subsidies claimed 
under the National Transportation Act from its ‘operating 
revenues" total. 


Commencing in January, 1972, figures for 
"excess baggage ton-miles" are no longer included in 
unit toll services data, although they do appear in 
statistics on "goods ton-miles" for "all services". 
The dollar earnings for this category will continue 
to be published in Tables 4, 5 and 7. Separate 
statistics will be shown for "'extra-section" miles 
flown under scheduled unit toll services. 


In general, adjustments in some figures 
appearing in this publication will be made from issue 
to issue, as continuing information is reported.

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission, 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown'on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 
FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 


’ 


GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense om short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 

OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading ''Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder". 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 


able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 


public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 
the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern", 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 


UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 
between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

COEFFICIENT DE CHARGEMENT — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre total des tonnes-milles payantes par le nombre 
total de tonnes-milles disponibles. 


COEFFICIENT DE REMPLISSAGE PASSAGERS — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre de milles-passagers payants par le 
nombre de milles-siéges disponibles. Les siéges condamnés en raison des limitations de chargement de la cabine a cause du 
poids de carburant embarqué ou pour d'autres raisons ne sont pas comptés, 


DEPARTS — Décollages de vols de transport payant (a4 tarif unitaire, a la demande et A forfait seulement) y compris les décollages 
non prévus 4 la suite d'une escale technique. 


DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs inmatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois 4 l'intérieur de 1'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service 4 domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre l'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu a la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENARALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent a plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement 4 une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers. 


FRAIS DE PUBLICITE ET DES SERVICES DE VENTES — Frais de promotion générale des transports aériens et de publicité auprés du 
public pour l'inciter a voyager par une compagnie aérienne donnée. Sont compris les ventes, la publicité, la location des 
supports publicitaires, la création et la diffusion de barémes et d'horaires des vols. 


FRAIS D'EXPLOITATION — Frais provenant de l'exercice du transport aérien. Comprend les frais directs d'exploitation des 
aéronefs et les frais au sol et les frais indirects d'exploitation. 


FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Coit des services fournis en vue du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de l'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le cofit de la 
mourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles a 
des tiers. 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 
obligations 4 court terme, 1'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations 4 court terme et a 
long terme. 

LIGNES DU PACIFIQUE ET DE L'ORIENT — Lignes de l'Australie, des tles Fidji, du Japon et de Hong Kong, sauf les lignes d'Hawai. 
Avant 1970, les résultats des lignes desservant Hawai figuraient sous la rubrique Pacifique et Orient; ces résultats figureront 
désormais sous la rubrique des lignes transfrontaliéres. 

LIGNES DU SUD — Lignes entre le Canada et les Bermudes, les Caraibes, le Mexique, I'Amérique centrale et 1'Amérique du Sud, 
mais & l'exception de la Floride. Avant 1970, la statistique des vols A destination de la Floride était comprise dans la 
rubrique des lignes du Sud.

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GLOSSARY 


AIRCRAFT AND TRAFFIC SERVICING EXPENSE — This includes: compensation paid to ground personnel; the ground expenses involved 
in servicing and handling the traffic on the ground, in servicing and handling individual aircraft, in preparing aircraft 
crews for flight assignment, and in controlling the in-flight movement of aircraft; as well as the in-flight expenses of 
handling all non-passenger traffic including baggage. 


AVAILABLE SEAT-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the number of seats on the aircraft. This figure 
represents the total passenger-carrying capacity offered. 


AVAILABLE TON-MILES — The number of aircraft-miles flown multiplied by the usable weight capacity of the aircraft. This 
represents the load carrying capacity offered for passengers and goods. 


CAPITAL GAINS OR LOSSES — Gains or losses involved in retiring operating property and equipment, flight equipment, expendable 
parts, miscellaneous materials and supplies, etc., when they are sold or otherwise removed from service as part of a general 
retirement program and not as incidental sales performed as a service to others. 


CARGO — Both freight and express carried on an aircraft. 


CHARTER TRANSPORTATION — Public transport of passengers and/or goods from a designated base at a toll per mile or per hour for 
the hire of the capacity of an aircraft. 


CONTRACT TRANSPORTATION — Transportation not available to the public, performed in accordance with one or more specific 
contracts and conducted under a Class 5 licence issued by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission. 


DEPARTURES — Takeoffs of revenue transportation flights (unit toll, charter and contract services only) including non-scheduled 
takeoffs after operational stops. 


DEPRECIATION AND AMORTIZATION — Include all charges to expense to record losses incurred in normal wear and tear on property 
and equipment which have not been replaced by current repair, as well as losses in serviceability occasioned by obsoles- 
cence - innovation, and charges in popular demand - or by action of a public authority. Also included are charges for the 
amortization of capitalized development, and other intangible assets. 


EXCESS BAGGAGE — Baggage which in terms of weight, number of pieces or size exceeds the free baggage allowance stated in the 
air carrier's tariffs and for which a charge is levied. 


\ 


EXPRESS — Property shipments within North America which are given priority over air freight. The rate charged includes 
door-to-door service on the ground as well. 


EXTRA-SECTION MILES — Miles flown on flights which are added to those timetabled because of extra demand for air service. 

FREIGHT — Property shipments for which a standard tariff rate is charged per unit of weight or volume. 

GENERAL ADMINISTRATION EXPENSES — This term includes expenses of a general corporate nature as well as those incurred in 
performing activities which contribute to more than a single operating function, such as general financial accounting 
activities, purchasing activities, representation at law, and other operational administrations not directly applicable 
to a particular function. 


GOODS — This term includes all types of non-passenger traffic, that is, freight, express and mail. 


GOODS TON-MILE — A goods ton-mile represents the carriage of one ton of goods one mile. Ton-mile figures are obtained by 
totalling the number of miles flown with each ton of goods. 


GROUP I CARRIERS — See Transcontinental carriers. 
GROUP II CARRIERS — See Regional carriers. Prior to 1970, Nordair was included in the Group III carriers. 


INCIDENTAL REVENUES — Revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air transportation, such as sales of service 
supplies and parts as well as the rental of operating property and equipment. 


INTEREST EXPENSE — Interest on all classes of debt including premium, discount and expense on short-term obligations; 
amortization of premium discount; and expense on short-term and long-term obligations. 


MAINLINE SERVICE — That type of unit toll operation usually having a considerable degree of regularity and in which only Groups 
A or AA aircraft are generally used. Such a service is normally listed in a published timetable and performed according to 
a field service pattern. Consideration is also given to the frequency of flights and to the type and degree of surface 
transportation serving particular routes. 


MILE — Statute mile of 5,280 feet. 
NON-OPERATING INCOME AND EXPENSE — Income and loss of commercial ventures not part of the air transport services of the 


accounting entity; other revenues and expenses attributable to financing or other activities that are extraneous to and not 
an integral part of air transportation or its incidental services; and special recurrent items of a non-periodic nature. 


OPERATING EXPENSE — Expenses incurred in the performance of air transportation. It includes direct aircraft operating 
expenses as well as ground and indirect operating expenses. 
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OPERATING INCOME — The profit or loss from performance of air transportation based on total operating revenues less total 
operating expenses. It does not include non-operating income and expenses or special items, and is a "before income taxes" 
figure. 


OPERATING REVENUE — Revenues from the performance of air transportation and related incidental services. It includes: (1) 
transport revenues from all classes of traffic, and (2) non-transport revenues consisting of payments under the National 
Transportation Act where applicable, and the net amount of revenues less related expenses from services incidental to air 
transportation. 


PACIFIC AND ORIENT SERVICES — Services to Australia, Fiji, Japan and Hong Kong, but excluding services to Hawaii. Prior to 
1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient" but are now included under 
"Transborder", : 


PASSENGER LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue passenger-miles by the number of avail- 
able seat-miles. Seats not available for the carriage of passengers because of the weight of fuel or other considerations 
have been excluded. 


PASSENGER-MILE — A passenger-mile represents the carriage of one passenger for one mile. Passenger-mile figures are obtained 
by totalling the number of miles flown by each passenger. 


PASSENGER SERVICE EXPENSE — Costs of activities contributing to the comfort, safety and convenience of Passengers while in 
flight and when flights are interrupted. It includes both salaries and expenses of cabin attendants, and the passenger 
food expense. 


PASSENGER REVENUE PER PASSENGER-MILE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the gross revenue earned in unit toll passenger ser- 
vice by the number of revenue passenger-miles reported for unit toll services. 


PASSENGER TON-MILE — This is a figure calculated by multiplying the number of revenue passengers carried by an arbitrary 
weight of 200 pounds which is assumed to be the average weight for a passenger and his free baggage allowance. The result 
is then divided by 2000 to give a ton-mile figure. 


PASSENGER WEIGHT — Standard passenger weight is 200 pounds per person, which includes free baggage allowance. 
PROMOTION AND SALES EXPENSE — Costs incurred both in promoting the use of air transportation generally, and in creating a 
public preference for the service of a particular air carrier. It includes selling, advertising, space reservations, and 


the development of tariffs and flight schedules for publication. 


REGIONAL AIR CARRIER — Any Canadian carrier designated by the Minister of Transport as "regional carrier". The regional 
carriers are Pacific Western Airlines, Transair, Nordair, Quebecair, and Eastern Provincial Airways. 


REGULAR, IRREGULAR AND SPECIFIC POINT AIR CARRIER — Any carrier authorized by the Air Transport Committee of the Canadian 
Transport Commission to perform Classes 2, 9-2, or 9-3 regular or irregular unit toll services to specified 
points. Class I and Class 8 licenses indicate "scheduled" air carriers. 


REGULARITY OF SERVICE — A ratio obtained by dividing the scheduled miles flown by the scheduled miles performed under unit 
toll scheduled services. In this publication, Regularity of Service excludes the notion of timeliness. 


SCHEDULED CARRIER — Any airline having a Class I or Class 8 licence to perform scheduled unit toll operations. 


SCHEDULED MILES — The number of miles scheduled on an air carrier's timetable. The actual mileage flown may differ because 
of cancelled flights, reroutings or extra-section flights. (see "Regularity of Service".) 


SOUTHERN SERVICES — Services between Canada and Bermuda, the Caribbean, Mexico, Central America and South America, excluding 
Florida. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Florida were included under the heading "Southern". 


SPECIALTY FLYING — Revenue flying services performed under authority of a Class 7 licence. Specialty flying consists of 
activities such as sightseeing, flight training, aerial photography and survey, etc. or other types of flying which do not 


involve the transport of passengers or goods from one place to another. 


TOTAL OPERATING REVENUES PER EMPLOYEE — This ratio is calculated by dividing the total gross operating revenues by the 
average number of employees for the month. 


TON — Short ton of 2,000 pounds. 


TON-MILE — Represents the carriage of one ton of goods for one mile. Ton mileage is the sum of the miles flown with each 
ton of goods. 


TRANS-ATLANTIC AND POLAR SERVICE — Services between Canada and Europe or between Canada and the Soviet Union. 


TRANSBORDER SERVICES — Services between points in Canada and Alaska, Canada and Hawaii, and Canada and continental United 
States. Prior to 1970, statistics for flights to Hawaii were included under the heading "Pacific and Orient". 


TRANSCONTINENTAL CARRIERS — Air Canada and CP Air. 


UNIT TOLL TRANSPORTATION — Transportation performed under the following classes of licence as issued by the Air Transport 
Committee of the Canadian Transport Commission: 


Class I or Class 8, Scheduled Service Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or goods 


between designated points in accordance with a service schedule and at a toll per unit. 


Class 2 or Class 9-2, Regular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 


goods between designated points on a route pattern with some degree of regularity and at a toll 
per unit. 


Class 3 or Class 9-3, Irregular Specific Point Licences — Public transportation of persons and/or 
goods from a designated base serving a defined area or a specific point or points at a toll per unit. 


WEIGHT LOAD FACTOR — This ratio is calculated by dividing the number of revenue ton-miles by the total number of available 
ton-miles.

COEFFICIENT DE CHARGEMENT — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre total des tonnes-milles payantes par le nombre 
total de tonnes-milles disponibles. 


COEFFICIENT DE REMPLISSAGE PASSAGERS — Ce coefficient est obtenu en divisant le nombre de milles-passagers payants par le 
nombre de milles-siéges disponibles. Les siéges condamnés en raison des limitations de chargement de la cabine 4 cause du 
poids de carburant embarqué ou pour d'autres raisons ne sont pas comptés,. 


DEPARTS — Décollages de vols de transport payant (a tarif unitaire, 4 la demande et 4 forfait seulement) y compris les décollages 
non prévus 4 la suite d'une escale technique. 


DEPRECIATION ET AMORTISSEMENT — Comprend toutes les imputations pour tenir compte des pertes provenant de l'usure normale et la 
détérioration de biens et de matériel qui ne sont pas compensées par un programme systématique de réparation, ainsi que la 
perte de vie utile découlant du retrait du service de matériel périmé, du remplacement par un modéle plus perfectionné, d'une 
évolution de la demande du public et de 1l'intervention des services officiels. Sont également compris les frais imputés pour 
l'amortissement des frais de mise en valeur et autres valeurs immatérielles. 


ENVOIS EXPRES — Envois 4 l'intérieur de 1'Amérique du Nord de biens ayant priorité sur le fret aérien. Le prix comprend le 
service a domicile. 


EXCEDENT DE BAGAGES — Partie des bagages qui dépasse en poids, en dimension ou en nombre 1'allocation gratuite prévue aux 
barémes du transporteur aérien et qui donnent lieu 4 la perception d'un supplément. 


FRAIS DE GESTION GENERALE — Comprend les frais des sociétés et les frais occasionnés par les activités qui profitent 4 plusieurs 
fonctions comme la comptabilité financiére générale, les achats, le service de contentieux, et d'autres services administratifs 
généraux qui ne peuvent pas étre imputés directement 4 une fonction déterminée. 


FRAIS D'ENTRETIEN: AKRONEFS ET EXPLOITATION — Ce poste comprend la rémunération du personnel au sol, les frais au sol pour la 
manoeuvre et l'acheminement du trafic au sol, la manoeuvre et l'entretien des aéronefs particuliers, la préparation des 
équipages au vol et le contréle des aéronefs en vol, plus les frais en vol pour l'acheminement du trafic (y compris les 
bagages) sauf les passagers. 


FRAIS DE PUBLICITE ET DES SERVICES DE VENTES — Frais de promotion générale des transports aériens et de publicité auprés du 
public pour l'inciter 4 voyager par une compagnie aérienne donnée. Sont compris les ventes, la publicité, la location des 
supports publicitaires, la création et la diffusion de barémes et d'horaires des vols. 


FRAIS D'EXPLOITATION — Frais provenant de l'exercice du transport aérien. Comprend les frais directs d'exploitation des 
aéronefs et les frais au sol et les frais indirects d'exploitation. 


FRAIS POUR LE SERVICE AUX PASSAGERS — Coiit des services fournis en we du confort, de la sécurité et de l'agrément des passagers 
pendant le vol et lors de l'interruption du vol. Comprend les salaires du personnel navigant commercial et le coiit de la 
nourriture des passagers. 


FRET — Envois de biens auxquels un baréme standard par unité de poids ou de volume est applicable. 


GAINS OU PERTES DE CAPITAL — Gains ou pertes entrainés par le retrait du service de biens et de matériel d'exploitation, du 
matériel volant, des piéces consommables, de divers matériaux ou fournitures, etc., lorsque les articles pré-cités sont 
vendus ou retirés du service en-vertu d'un plan général de remplacement et non lorsqu'il s'agit de ventes occasionnelles 4 
des tiers. 


INTERETS PAYES — Intéréts sur les dettes de toute nature, y compris les primes, les escomptes et les dépenses liées aux 


obligations 4 court terme, l'amortissement des primes, des escomptes et des frais liés aux obligations 4 court terme et 4 
long terme. 


LIGNES DU PACIFIQUE ET DE L'ORIENT — Lignes de l'Australie, des tles Fidji, du Japon et de Hong Kong, sauf les lignes d'Hawai. 
Avant 1970, les résultats des lignes desservant Hawai figuraient sous la rubrique Pacifique et Orient; ces résultats figureront 
désormais sous la rubrique des lignes transfrontaliéres. 

LIGNES DU SUD — Lignes entre le Canada et les Bermudes, les Caraibes, le Mexique, i'Amérique centrale et 1'Amérique du Sud, 
mais a l'exception de la Floride. Avant 1970, la statistique des vols a destination de la Floride était comprise dans la 
rubrique des lignes du Sud.

MARCHANDISES — Comprend tout trafic autre que le trafic passagers (fret, envois exprés et courrier).
